CHICAGO MAKES 
STUDY OF FISH. 


Distances Cities of Either 
Coast with Recipes. 


Layer Pies and Dark Bréads 
Win New Popularity. 


Chefs and Stewards Tell of

CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—In this city, 
which is between oceans, more at- 
tention is paid to the preparing and 

serving of sea foods than on sme 
Pacific or Atlantic coasts. 
fornia crab and tuna, Atlantic oye- 
ters and halibut are served in Gish- 
es as near perfection as the most 
exacting epicure could ask for. This 
week I will give some of the recipes 
used by the chefs of some of the 
most popular cafes. 

California crab meat, as served in 
one of the large downtown cafes, is 
prepared as follows: Place in a 
saucepan half a pound of peeled and 
quartered mushrooms and two table- 
spoons of butter asd simmer for 
half an hour or until the mush- 
rooms are soft. Add two tadle- 
spoohe of orange juice, one cup of 
picked shrimps, and the meat of one 
California crab; heat and stir in two 
cups of medium white sauce and 
season with paprika and salt. Fill 
scallop shelis with this mixture and 
cover with ted Swiss cheese and 
bread crum Bake in a medium 
oven to a nice brown.
